The Dallas Story. 


This telegram in reference to the 


mystery appeared in the St Louis 
Globe-Democrat today: 


DALLAS, 
TEX., June 11.—The 


detective forces of the police and 
sheriffs departments have a mystery 
that looks like a sensational murder 
for their skill to unravel. A emu's 
suit of clothes and also a hat, shirt, 
collar, cuffs, shoes, etc., were this 
morning found in a box car standing 
on the tracks on the Trinity River 
front 
The shirt gave evidence oil a 


Btnd having been 
wrested from a 


button-hole. Letters in the pocket8 
were addressed to C. O. Barnard, at 
Sherman, Tex,, and showed him to 
have been representing Chicago and 
Decatnr, (Illinois), bicycle interests. 
A blank book showed he had done 
business 
with the Merchants' and 


Planters' Bank of Sheimau, Tex A 
buggago check was also found, issued 
at tho Dallas station of the Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fa railroad. 


The police went there and found the 


check called for a valise that had been 
checked early last night, the man 
checking it stating that he would cali 
for the valise this morning. He had 
not called at midnight tonight 
In- 


formation from Sherman, police and 
bank officials is to the effect that. 
Barnard drew $640 from the Mar- 
chants' and Planters' Bank at that 
place at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
He and two young assistants who were 
Helping him conduct bicycle auction 
soles at Sherman for Illinois firms for 
two weeks or more have not been seen 
in 
Sherman since the money was 


drawn from the bank. The Dallas 
police have got no trace of the two 
young assistants having been in Dallas. 
Detectives are working on the theory 
that Barnard has been murdered. The

aud the city and vicinity thoroughly 
searched. 


Searching for Facts. 


The first known of tho case in De- 


catur was when it appeared in the 
Globe-Democrat this mqrning. Mr. 
Barnard was employed by J. 6. and H. 
0. Starr and has been conducting 
bicycle auction sales in different parts, 
of the country. A representative of 
the Eepublioan showed J. S. Starr the 
article which appeared in tho paper 
and until then ho had uo idea that 
anything had happeued to his sales- 
man. Mr. Starr at once conferred 
with Chief Applegate aud n telegram 
asking for more information wag sent 
to Dallas. Mr. Starr received bnai 
ness letters from Barnard a day or tyro 
ago aad a letter was received by Mrs. 
Barnard last Friday. 


Mr. Barnard is 27 years old and has 


a wife and two little daughters, aged 
three and one years, who reside with 
Luther Barnard and family on Central 
avenue. Mr. Barnard is well known 
in Deoatur. He was at one time 
assistant secretary of tho Y. M. O. A. 
and was always prominent in the 
workings of that institution and for 
some time past has been employed by 
the Starr firm. He is a person of good 
habits and was always looked upon as 
a responsible and business lika young 
man. 


Had Two Assistants. 


In the St Lonis Republic this moan- 


ing there appeared an article in regard 
to the finding of the clothing. The 
correspondent stated that he had talked : 
with Sheriff Shrewsbury of Qray*on 
county, at Sherman, and received the 
following message from

He Had Fears. 


In the letter received by Mrs. Barn- 


ard last Friday from her husband, ho 
stated that he felt queer aud feared 
that something would happen to him 
before he returned home. According 
to this letter Mr. Barnard expected to 
get home at noon today. 


Luther Barnard, the father, who is 


an engineer at the Coffin factory, has 
been in conference with Messrs. Starr 
today and every effort is being made 
to learn the facts about the case. Mr. 
Barnard thought that if his son hat 
been murdered it was queer that tho 
clothing should be found in a box car 
and that the body should be missing 
and yet it is quite evident tbat some' 
thiug had happened to the young man. 
The wife has not yet been informei 
and will not be told tmtil something 
definite is learned. It was saggestei 
that Mr. Barnard had simply been 
robbed of his clothing, the money 
taken from the pockets and the cloth- 
ing thrown away, bnt if he is alive the 
firm or family will undoubtedly hear 
from him at once.

Thousands were gathered by 
this time, innumerable wagons blocked 
the [tracks, trolley ropes were oat and 
the cars 
wore otbetwise delayed. 


Women took a prominent part in the 
rioting at the Niokle plate crossing, 
hurling volleys of stones at the oars. 


The state arbitration commission 


met at 11 o'clock and a committee of 
strikers was present but the company's 
representatives failed to appear. The 
company has not announced whether 
or not it will submit to arbitration, 
but it was given out unofficially tbat 
it will not be represented before the 
committee.

Be has not been confinec 
to the house except occasionally, one 
when the weather is pleasant makes a 
daily trip to tho business part of the 
city. He is in close touch with public 
affairs, and only very recently was 
compelled to shorten his hours of read, 
lag and writing. He had done a great 
deal of writing since the publication 
of his "Personal Recollections, " but 
most of it was for his own pastime or 
for nse hereafter.

A tiger ha* 
been known to charge straight upon a 
full battalion of soldiers and come neoi 
to breaking its formation before h« 
could be disposed of.

Land, the tiger when hunted will run 
straight away, or sneak and double in 
the thick jungle in the effort to escape 
tn a bit of cover he will he as close 
to the ground as a rabbit, and all the 
outcry and throwing of stones by the 
line of beaters "Will not start him un> 
less he is actually hit. In hunting the 
tiger on foot it is usual to station the 
lookouts in trees to watch for the firsl 
appearance of the beast. If one ol 
them sees the tiger trying to steal past 
him he has only to break a dry stick 
sharply in two and tho crocking sound 
witt turn the tiger bnck. In short, 
when the brute once gets scared and 
suspicious he is one of the biggest cow- 
ards alive, who will stand wounds with- 
out coming to a fight, though none the 
less he always is dangerous when 
driven to bay with no show of escape 


"The tiger at all times IB very liable 


to panic when confronted suddenly by 
anything which he does not under- 
stand. The opening1 of a parasol by 
a lady has been known to stampede a 
charging tiger, and an experience 
somewhat similar occurred with n mis- 
sionary whom I knew, who told me the 
story. He was crossing a patch of 
open country on foot when he saw a 
tiger stealing toward him from the 
jungle on one side. He had no show 
to run or fight, and so he did the only 
thing that occurred to him to do, rfud, 
dropping on his knees, prayed loudly 
It -4% as a performance evidently new to 
the tiger which roused his suspicions, 
for he stopped, sheered away and at last 
went back to the jungle. Another in- 
stance was that of a civil official com- 
ing suddenly upon a tiger in the jun- 
ie. Both were taken equally by sur- 
prise, and when the man yelled out: 
'Scat!' the big cat turned tail and 
sneaked away. 


"As is generally known, a man-eating 


tiger is usually an old beast which has 
got past his time for catching game, 
and so seeks an easier prey in human 
beings. B\it tigers born of a man-eat- 
ng tigress are always maneaters, for 
they get their first lessons in hunting 
!rom 1heir mother. A tigress teaches 
tier whelps to hunt as a cat does her 
kittens, by bringing them live prey to 
practice upon. Ten years ago, in one 
jf the hill districts of India, a tigress

ay him down before them. As the 
nan atiempted to crawl away the 
B'helps would cling to his legs with 
eeth and claws, the tigress looking on 
and purring with pleasure. Whenever 
he man got too far away from the 
:igress, she would bound after 
him 


and bring him back. When the whelps 
iad had enough of their sport, tho 
igregs sprang upon the man, and, 
aoiding him down with her forepawg, 
began her meal from Ids living- body."
